This letter is a direct offer to me to 
throw the force of this Movement be- 
hind the Hitler regime and as a re- 
sult of this offer whatever money I 
need would be placed at my disposal 
for this work. I don’t think there is 
any question about that. Nor is there 
any questioning the fact that if this 
Movement had a few hundred thous- 
and dollars behind it, I could revolu- 
tionize this world for God. This will 
be done in any event. It could be done 
so much quicker if we had unlimited 
finances. But this letter, of course, 
was at once sent to the F. B. I. in 
Chicago, where the letter originated. 

Not so long ago, I was approached 
by an agent of the Russian Comin- 
tern, and he too promised me half a 
million dollars in cash, if I would 
deny the existence of God in my 
Teachings. He sent a message to the 
platform of Trinity Auditorium in 
Los Angeles, in which I was holding 


a series of meetings. Being rather 
intrigued to find out just how far the 
Communist Party would go in their 
attempts to eliminate God, I kept the 
appointment after the meeting, and 
the above offer was made to me, and, 
of course, it was at once refused. 

Why these God-hating organiza- 
tions, and agents of Hitler should 
come to me, I do not know. For if 
there is a man in these United States 
who is fighting for God, I am that 
man. Outside of this Movement and 
the manifestations which are follow- 
ing in its wake, I do not know of a 
single organization in this country 
which is bringing to men and women, 
the pure unadulterated Power of the 
Spirit of God. In the midst of pagan 
superstition which is masquerading 
as being of God, there shines out one 
beacon light in the middle of this war- 
torn, discouraged world. That beacon 
light is “Psychiana." 

This Movement had its inception 
in the Realm of the Spirit of God. The 
phenomenal success which has fol- 
lowed it is due entirely to the Power 
of the Spirit of God behind the whole 
Movement.

And cer- 
tainly God, the Great Creator of this 
universe, and of you, and me, knows 
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nothing of any doctrine which teach. 
es “rivers of blood flowing from the 
veins of a crucified god.” The Spirit 
of God can know nothing of any sys- 
tem of religion which teaches that 
“without the shedding of blood there 
is no remission of sins.” The Realm 
of the Spirit of God knows nothing of 
any theology which teaches that God, 
the Infinite Spirit of God, created 
man some 6000 years ago, and then 
because He found out He had made a 
bad man, proceeded to drown the 
whole civilization like rats in a trap. 

You wouldn't try to tell me that, 
would you? I care not who teaches 
that sort of doctrine. It is not true. 
It is the result of pagan superstitions, 
and this world will never have the 
truths of God brought to it by any 
such philosophy as that. So I attack 
that false philosophy. It has shel 
more blood itself, and wrought more 
havoc in this world than any other 
philosophy I have ever heard of.

Well, what is the reason 
man won't give it a chance? Just sin- 
ply because the stories advanced by 
these systems of religion are so idiot. 
ic that man cannot even believe them, 
let alone follow them. There was a 
time when the “heretic” would be 
rocked in a bath tub filled with iron 
spikes in order to induce him to “ac- 
cept” the Christian faith. But those 
days are forever gone. And with their 
passing, man is beginning to think. 

I have a suggestion I would like 
to make to you all. We have seen the 
failure, absolute and complete, of any 
religious organization to either 
straighten out this world, or to bring 
the consciousness of God to man. That 
has never been done yet by any or- 
ganization. We have all heard their 
claims to “divinity” and we have lis- 
tened, and held our tempers, when 
we have seen some so-called religious 
organizations attempting to enter and 
dominate our political system. But 
there are two things we have never 
yet witnessed. We have never yet seen 
a church organization which can ever 
hold what membership it has, nor 
have we seen one of them which can 
actually bring the Power of the Spirit 
of God to the earth.

and that Power is the Power of the 
Spirit of God.

Why, 
VII drop in my boots some day, but I 
won't drop until sufficient seeds of 
the truth of God have been sown to 
make the harvest sure. 

When I was a child, the story of 
Jesus Christ was very attractive to 
me. The old hymns were much loved 
and they still are. I play more hymns 
on the organ than any other kind of 
music. They still hold lots of senti- 
ment. But, beloved, sentiment is not 
enough. Sentiment will not save this 
war-torn world, and regardless of 
childhood sentiments and teachings, I 
have proved beyond a shadow of a 
doubt that the story of Jesus being 
crucified on the cross is not true. 
Therefore, I must very plainly tell the 
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people it is not true, and not only 
that, I must prove it is not true, and 
I have done that ten thousand time 
already.
